The Armamrnt Race

mow the war dinner— ev»n at this lata hour. 

In auch a fituallon. whore a mad race for armamenta Is the prder of 
the day. one often wonden wtiethtr It It »OMlbIt to •TOtri ft pttMful lolu- 
tion of intflrnatlonal probtéms.

But only throURh the cnorffellc cooperation of thos» coiintriM which de.tlro 
peace. 

CoUê€tiv» Action 

Supp4»« tlml Oermany tiiid-luir loftther d««ld« that they are ready to 
put ihoir .11 ii!]! :;- bombcrfi to work. Only a collective agreement on the part 
of all the other Kurepean countries (o take action In unison offainst the 
awrenRor vould make thins ihink twice. Take a country l|h« CaechMlo- 
vaki.i or Dulearia. Can thoy alve themaalfts by bulldide big armies? Ob- 
nouMy not! "tViti they wt tnt« the Kood rraeea ef the Oemwui (Iter by 
ijecomlnit his friend? That is a very danirerous and uncertain procedure, 
for at best a titer is a doubtful and temporatr ally. Only colleetlve action 
can save peace. 

The only way In wh!eh sueh countries can retain their Intejrltr Is to 
receive the support of Oroat Britaln Mld rranee, aa well as ef Ml (he amall 
nations of Etjrope who are In a similar position. Gormany and Italy eannot 
fijtht the whole of Europe. Only when thoy are able te play off one country 
sRalhst another can they euecMd at all with their plans. If peace Is to b* 
preaerrod In Europe, (hey must be divestèd of thia power— Curopc must 
shott- uoity in its staad atalnat any future artressor.

What, In lias traxic situation, is the role of Canada? Gcociuiihloaily, 
«• are extremely isolated. Our poptilatlon is too small to defend uh azalnsi 
a powerful country As a result ef this fact, there liaa srftwn Up a feelint 
that V must Isolate oursalves from the rest of the world If we are to have 
peace. 

Canada cannot be absolutely neutral In a war. We are noi a self-suf- 
ficient countr}-. In proportion to her population Canada Is the bltt*st •x- 
porting country In the world. If a war broke out, Canada would have three 
aiternatirea. The firet on* would be to cease trade with aill countries. This 
U obMoualy Impossible for It would mean the complete ruin ot her com- 
merce. The second would be to continue lo export fiiekol, copper, whciit, 
etc., to the attressor country and would be firlrlnt aid and contort to this 
azirreasor and all future ones. She would he prolontlne the war and thus 
maklna her own neutral poattlon more and more ImpSiSiSle. The third al- 
lemailve would be_ to csMe all trade with the artressor country and con- 
tinue trade with the country which is the victim of an attack. This 
alternative Is both the Jutt one as well as (he one which will tend lo make 
ihe position ef th» attreasor more and more uncomfortable.

gECTlON I of the Peace rotlllon 
ia, in our opinion, very poorly 
phrased. Its spirit and Intention 
are undoubtedly Intended for tho 
best, but Iri fact It carries no 
weight at all. The Idea behind the 
section is to eliminate the lapse 
lietween the paasine of the Onlcr- 
In. Council and Its ratification, 
within fifteen days, by rarllament. 
This period, it is felt, ran lw> used 
for such .powerful propaganda that 
conscription would follow automa- 
tically by the act ot an Influenced 
legislative body. 

The aecond section raises a great- 
er problem— Canada and her con- 
nection with the Empire at large 
and wltti Oroat Britain in particu- 
lar.
